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Super-Abundant 
Snow Service 


It was truly an excellent job of 
snow removal that the department 
of public works did over the week- 
end; perhaps no town in the state 
had such a really complete job 
dene on its highways. And it’s 
been that way for some years, An- 


dover’s streets have been a model 
for thoroughness of plowing. 

But there’s another side to the 
story, Some other communities 
have a lot of things that we don't 
have, and the reason we don’t have 
them is that we consider them too 
expensive and really unnecessary. 
These other towns feel that such 
super-abundant plowing as we 
have here in Andover is a luxury; 
most of them don’t go to the rutty 
extreme geen in some of our large 
cities, but they do a satisfying job 
on lots less money than we spend. 
Now the appropriation has run out, 
a itransfer has been asked, and 
with the reserve fund itself pretty 
low, an emergency may have to be 
decreed to take care of any storms 
before December 31. 


In March the town cut that ap- 
propriation. There are two ways 
of looking at the town meeting’s 
action, either that it was willing to 
gamble that there wouldn’t be much 
snow, or that it wished the job to 
be done for less than it had in the 
past. Obviously, the department 
apparently felt that the former was 
true and it went on to spend the 
snow money just as freely as it 
has in the past with the feeling that 
the town would sanction any extra 
expe ditures that had to be in- 
curred. 

But the chances are that the lat- 
ter alternative was true. The towns- 
people in general felt that such a 
minutely thorough job was unneces- 
sary and merely represented money 
thrown away. Also they probably 
felt that there was some wastage 
of funds. Sanding for instance takes 
up a good part of the appropria- 
tion. The day after Thanksgiving 
the state department awarded sand- 
ing contracts, and a Lowell con- 
tractor, whose price it is under- 
stood was matched by a local con- 
tractor, bid 50 cents a yard for 
sand delivered even as far away as 
Haverhill. And do you know what 
Andover’s cost per yard is? It’s 
over a dollar, nearer $1.20 or $1.30 
perhaps. If we can save half of our 
sanding money, why don’t we do 
it? And then truck plow hire is 
another item. We use that contro- 
versial Big Mike. It’s costing us 
seven dollars an hour, and it is un- 
derstood that this does not include 
the driver and his helper: the 
seven is all for Mike himself. But 
we hire truck plows for $3.50 and 
$5.00 an hour, and that includes 
driver and helper. And the trucks 
do far more work per hour than 
that big lumbering Austin 77 does. 

All these things are unnecessary 
wasting of money; the town cut 
that appropriation; the department 
should have eliminated its extrava- 
gances.
